OF THINGS TO COME 

Vlewm tuning in to dx pfedictable puppetry of the broad¬ 
cast media's dectkm night coverage witnessed a drama unfold in 
the ballroom of New York's Sheraton Center hotel. Gov. Mario 
Cuomo, Just elected to a third term, was being held hostage 
backstage while irate AIDS activists commandeered hb victory 
patty. By fUUng the ballroom air with embarrassing chants—and 
the airwaves with devastating soundbites—about his insdequate 
response to the epidemic, they delayed Cuomo's victory speech 
for hours. ^Vhen the harassed govertxrr Htudly emerged on the 
podium, too late for prime time, be was still drowned out by 
activists’Jeers. 

Such ataipathy between the governor and much of the AIDS 
movement may oome as a surprise to many New Yorkers who are 
accustomed to thinking of Cuomo as a com pa s sionate, caring liberal 
concerned about the oppressed and di^vantaged. But while 
Cuomo's rhetoric may be caripg. hb record on AIDS b contemptible. 

Hb blest move was to cut the state AIDS budget by over 30 
percent. Hb cub biducle money for primary care; drug treatment; 
servicea to higb-risk women, children and prisoners; education for 
adoleacents; clinical education gratus; community-based organiza- 
tioib and on and on. The cub anaount to $21 ntillioo out of a total 
state AIDS budget of $60 mUboa. 

Such cub might give the Itnpreasion that the epidemic b in 
decline here. But in reality the number of new AIDS cases b 
exploding in New York and shows no signs of abating. For exam¬ 
ple, thb year's caacloed for the state’s vital community-based pro¬ 
grams was up an average of 4$ percent, arid k will continue to 
rise for the foreseeable future. 

In the face of such numbers we need a drastic incma* in 
AIDS funding Just to keep pace with pre sen t leveb of service aixi 
an additional Increase to bring currently inadequate services up lo 
humane levels. The very least we could consider accepting during 
a period of budgetary erbb b an exemption of AIDS funding from 
any budget cub. New York City's Mayor Dinkins, who bees as 
grim a fiscal shortfall as Cuomo, has already aniMMinced the 
exemption of AIDS funding from the city's budget cuts, and he b 
to be commended for that. But the mayor's compassion will mean 
lisle in the face of the governor’s caBousoess. 

Mario Cuomo dalms that he has a vision, a dream of an 
uttselfbh, gerterous family of New Yorkers, aod of a govenunent 
that gcnuktely cares for and helps those in need. But after eight 
years In Albany's top Job, thb gubernatorial gasbag b rutmiitg out 
of wifxl. These cub ore Mario's cub, and if he doesn't restore 
dxm, the entire AIDS community and ks frietab and supporters 
should let him know that bat wedc's disruption of hb party was 
only a taste of things to come.

I have been greatly dis¬ 
turbed lately by the uncritical 
coverage that gay and lesbian 
publications have given to 


cases in which the US military 
has discriminatad against les¬ 
bians and gays. These articles 
are supportive of the individu¬ 
als who have been discrimi¬ 
nated against, without ques¬ 
tioning the larger purposes of 
the US military, and whether 
that apparatus can ever reaUy 
support the goals of lesbian 
and gay equality and dignity. 

For instance. Miriam 
Ben-Shaloffl wants to be rein- 
statsd Into the National 
Guard. Is she unaware that 
the role of the National Guard 
historically has been to put 
down local uprisings? ACT UP 
la about the only uprWng-est 
group I know of. How long 
will it be before queer Nation¬ 
al Guard membere are used to 
)ail and beat us up, just as 
queer police were used to 
suppress us in San Francisco 
at the Sixth International AIDS 
Conference In June? 


I am aware that many 
people sign up for the military 
because there are no other 
jobs or because they cannot 
otherwise get the money to 
go to college. But instead of 
accepting that, as fighting 
angry queers let us put our 
energy to forcing the govern¬ 
ment to fund jobs, health, 
education and housing. 

I believo It is the respon¬ 
sibility of the gay press to 
encourage serious dialog 
about this issue. Teetering as 
we are on the brink of chemi¬ 
cal, biological and nuclear 
warfare, we need thoughtful 
public debate on how to 
devise a compassionate 
response to those who have 
been discriminated against, 
while at the same time agitat¬ 
ing for a government which 
wil fund AIDS, not wv.

Through our conviction, wa 
encourage gay people to feel 
good about themaelvea. 

It ia unfortunate that 
gay muaic haa been over¬ 
looked for 80 long, while 
other forma of gay cul¬ 
ture—euch aa Uteiature, the¬ 
ater and artwork—are aup- 
ported. Thia ia particularly 
aad becauae the production 
and promotion of concerta 
and recordinga are the 
responaibilltiea of gay muaic 
artiata alone: we do not have 
the backing and reaourcea 
that might be available to 
those in other art forma. 

Many of ua performers 
are continually disappointed 
by poor turnouts at concerts. 
Perhaps this is because gays 
don’t know that gay muaic 
exists. A number of times. 
I’ve met gays who ask me 
what I do. When I tall them 


that I writs and perform gay 
music, they usually laugh, 
look at me strangely and 
ask. *Whaf8 gay music?'’ 

OutWeek can help rem¬ 
edy this situation by cover¬ 
ing the work of openly gay 
artists rather than only the 
work of closeted gay artists 
or the usual mainstream 
artists whom we could read 
about In any newspaper or 
magazine. It’s about time 
that the gay media and the 
gay community support their 
own artists and culture.

Unfortu¬ 
nately, you are a very small 
crowd indeed. 

But the larger question 
at hand, ‘What Is gay 
music?' raises Issues that 
go tar beyond music, tesues 
such as why the people you 
mention are all white, mostly 
male and mostly engaged in 
styles of music that are 
seemingly more accepting 
of gay artists (like folk, 
cabaret or classical). 

OutWeek'a music sec¬ 
tion, at Its best, should 
strike a balance between 
what we currently (and 
proudly) claim as 'gay 
mu^, ’ and what we would 
like to claim as ours. So 
while we have run reviews 
of the Flirtations and 
Romanofsky S Phillips, we 
also have articles about our 
favorite rap artists, hard 


rockers or blues singers. 
Some of the artists, like 
Kitchens of Distinction, 
Ana Palm or Toshi Reagon 
are out to varying degrees 
(even though you don’t 
always see them on the 
traditionally gay circuit), 
while others (fill In the 
blanks) are hopeless closet 
cases. Others still are 
straight but remain the 
objects of our wet dreams 
nonetheless (Nenah Cher¬ 
ry, Annie Lennox). 

The bottom kneiethat 
we do try to cover as many 
out gay artists as possible, 
vdth consideration to tour 
dates, new album release 
and general artistic merit 
(Please send your press 
releases at least a month In 
advance).

Suspects Indicted in Gruesome 
Murder of Queens Man 


byDMCMOctonM 

NEW YORK—Police made two 
ancsts laat week in a grisly gay murder 
case that has become a focus of the 
community's outrage over anti-gay 
at t a ck s here. But the devetopmem has 
drawn scant praise from anti-violence 
activists, who remain fhistrated that 
police have not as yet classified the slay¬ 
ing as biasfciaied. 

A grand Jury last Friday indicted 
two Queens men in oonneebon with the 
brutal murder of Julio Rivera early in the 
morning of July 2. 

Eric Brown, of 34-22 81st St. and 
DBnielDoyle.of324>5 85ihSt.boih2I>- 
yeaiKjId residents of (he Jackson HeighB 
neighborhood where Rivera was killed, 
were arrested Monday, on Nov. 13. 
Ihey were charged with secxxxl degree 
murder and crimltul possession of a 
deadly weapon. Both continue to be 
held without ball, pending another 
arraignment scheduled for Jan. Z 

A third assailant thought to be 
involved in the attack is known to police 
and bekig sought 

Rivera, who had been subbed 
repeatedly and beasen in the head with 
the claw end of a hammer, was mur¬ 
dered in what local residenu call 
Vaseline Alley, a dark alley near a 
schootyaid popular with gay men look¬ 
ing for sex. A witness saw three white 
men ninning from the crime scene. 

Police have obtained both video- 
uped and written confessions from 
Doyle, aocordkig to sources. But Doyle's 
lawyer, Jef!^ Schlanger, said that the 


confession, in which Doyle reportedly 
said that he had been drunk and had 
been acting in self-defense, was 
obtained illegally. 

*The statement obutned from my 
client is in derogation of his constitu¬ 
tional righu,* said the anomey, who 
nonetheless did not disupte Doyle's 
preserKe at the murder scetK. 

*As the facts unfold, it will become 
clear (that] my dient arrived upon the 
scene with the incident in fuD swing.* 
Schlanger told Ouimuk. 


Doyle, the son of a former New York 
Polke Depattmenc cleteaive, was ancsied 
at Union College in upsiaK Sefaeneoady, 
where he is an Engiah major. 

At Doyle's anaignmeni before Jixlge 
James Grilfo of New York Cky Criminal 
Court in Queeiu County. Assistant 
District Attorney Frank Caiarisano 
argued that Doyle had admined lo stab- 
bit^ Rivera in ^ bock aixl kicking him 
in sutements to police, according to 
Man Foreman, the executive dkector of 
the Gay and Lesbian Anti-Violence

Brown's anomey, Paul Vladimir, 
said, *As hu as I know, my dicnt was 
not involved’ But police have suspected 
Brown for some time and contacted 
Brown’s fomily In August shortly after 
the killing, aocotdfaig to Vladmir. 

Brovm turned himsdf in to police 
at the 115lh Prednet in Jackson Heights 
on Nov. 13. leadittg to speculation that a 
deal had been made wkh the DA. While 
some sources suggested that Brown 
would turn stale’s evidence, others spec¬ 
ulated that the negotiations could have 
concerned the manner of Brown's arrest 
A painting student at the Aru 
Students League on West 57th Street in 
Manhatun, Brown has made no sute- 
ments to police. Neither the DA nor 
police nor his attorney would confvm 
that Brown had sbuck a deal. 

Calling the arrests the ’result of 
methodical police work,* Detective 
Mchad Sadonn, who headed the inves¬ 
tigation. characterized the case against 
Brown and Doyle as *veiy strong* 

*W; have no solid evklertoe that k b 
a bias dime,* Sademan added. *We are 
looking to determine that one way or 
the other.* Observers believe poUce are 
waiting to speak to the third suspect 
before making a deieiminaiion of bias. 

But while anti-violence acthisls are 
pleased with the arrests in a case some 
thoughtwouldgouttsolved,pollcehesi- 
talion over its tnotive retnains a thorn in 
their sides. 

*1 want thb declared a bias crime.* 
said Ed Sedarbaum, a member of the 
Julio Rivera Gay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Coalition of Queens, which 
Ibtmed in response to the sbying *lhere 
b no reason the police could not have 
done what we warned from the aart* 
Impatient with the pace of the 
investigation, the Coalition, together 
with the city's Cay and Lesbian Anti- 
Violence Pro^ atKl Queer Nation, a 
gay liberation group, brought coruid- 
erable pressure to bear on cky govern¬ 
ment earlier this fall. After persistent 
detixxtstratioiu, both In Que^ and at 
Mayor David Dinkiru' appearances at 
community events, a reward for 
information about the murder was 
upped from $1,000 to $10,000. 

*1 am happy these arrests have 
been made,* the Anti-ViolefKe Project's 
Foreman said late last week. *We hope

Aooofdittg to David Nevin, aBomey 
for CoaO, the statute—which dates bade 
to 1864 and is also used in cases of 
rape and child abuse—carries a penalty 
of up to life imprisoomenL 

‘But in 1990. we certainly recog¬ 
nize that that’s way too Ng a hammer 
for this kind of offense.* said Nevki. 

Idaho is one of 25 states which 
have laws against anal and oral sex. 
And Idaho's laws arc some of the most 
archaic in the country. The infamous 
crime law makes it illegal for any¬ 
one—hcxnoaexual or heterosexual, to 
penetrate any bcxlily orifice durirtg sex 
except the vagka. The state also has a 
fbmicatioo statute which makes It illegal 
to have sex with anyone but one’s 
legally recognized spouse. 

Both attorneys agreed that de^rlte 
the plea reductioiU-which resulted in a 
$300 fine plus costs, suspended Jail sen¬ 
tences, probation and 200 hours of 
commuciity service to each of the ftxir 
men—the law is being used in an 
unfoir manner. 

Nevin quesdoned what would hap¬ 
pen if a police officer saw him makitig 
love to his wife in a parking lot. ‘Do 
you thkJe he’s going to arrest tati He’d 
probably fostteUmetogetthehelloul 
of there,* said Nevin. 

Nevin also stressed that even if be 
were arrested, the case probably would 
rut get K> court They'd do a withheld 
judgment or a bond forfeiture—or 
sometfaJtig. But with homosexuals, you 
get this treatment that is a pretty s^^- 
cant penalty. They go to jail and end up 
wtfa a reccxd.* 

Barchas agreed that the law was 
being used against a sexual minority. 
This statute is being used as a dub in a 
disciiminatory way,* he saidT 
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*We*re not talking parthenogenesis

The bill, the Orphan Drug Amend¬ 
ments of 1990, was crafted to doae sev¬ 
eral key loopMes in the 1903 Orphan 
Drug Act which has granted companies 
seven-y ear monopolies on drugs treating 
uncommon Illnesses. It would have 
allowed the lifting of a company’s 
mottopoly on a drug If the condition k 
treated was proven to have grown to 
affect over 200,00 people. 

*1 believe we must not endanger 
the success of this prrogram, which Is 
due in large part to the existence of 
the 'market exclusivity' provision in 
the Orphan Drug Act,* Bush said in 
Ms veto message. 

Bush and Sullivan both expressed 
concerns that loosening the monopoly 
rights of drug companies would elimi¬ 
nate the incentives they need to Incur 
the espense of invesiigaiing and market¬ 
ing a drug that treats a limited number 
of patients. 

BiO supporter s , however, ooutXeted 
that the Orphan Drug Act has been 
abused by some drug comp ar tie s which 
have allegedly taken the monopoly as 
license to overcharge patietus for the 
dnig. The situation, AIDS activists have 
added, is exacerbated by the AIDS aMs,

Reauhs abo showed that physicians 
who fdt that they were at high physical 
risk of contracting the human Imninode- 
ficiency virus were likely to believe that 
surgeotu have the right not to treat 
patienu who refuse an HIV-afWbody test 
The study, conducted by Dr. Kathryn 
Taylor of the Univenfey of Toronto, sur¬ 
veyed 260 physicians in Ohio state, 


Chicago and the ptovinoc of Ooiario to 
dom m e n t pbyacbns' feelirigs about per¬ 
ceived, rather than real, risks in AIDS 
work. Taylor says thst her research tar¬ 
geted phyiiciais' attitixirs, whether ratio¬ 
nal or not, because *there^ a teaUiy and a 
percept io n. The two are very difierenL’ 
Though most physkisns were fomi- 
iar wkh the statistical titia of HIV trarts- 
missioo during their normal work, 72 
percent sdll feh that they were at higher 
risk in real terms than memben of ether 
prefoasions. Roughly one-third of tespon- 
denu worried about iransmiRing HIV to 
their families; almost two-thirds named 
*fear of contagion* as an impediment to 
the doctor-potieru relatkmahJp. Taylor 


explained that some physicians fed that 
the risks developing a *fetal* disease 
outweigh any theoretic a l assurances that 
raw numbers might provide. Docloo may 
find ways to avoid contact with HIV that 
have nothing to do with gloves and 
masks. ‘Not all physicians bdieve they 
have to uke care of AIDS pailenu,* 
Taytor says. 'Iliey perceive the care of 
HIV or An^S p atient s as avoidable.* This 
is a luxury in some ways, Taylor added, 
because ‘in Uganda, working with AIDS 
and HIV is an unavoidable tide.* 

The study offers some insight into 
physician paranoia ertgendered by the 
AIDS aiflt. Homophobic teaponses to 
both yes-or-no questloru and open- 
ended questions were common, with y) 
percent of doctors admittirtg to fedittg 
‘more concerned about homosexual 
patients* and a similar number believing 
tiiat caring for many HlV-poakive patients 
may ‘infiute* a doctor’s own senial ori¬ 
entation. In general, male doctors were 
more likely than wonten to consider 
themselves at high *3001x1 risk* in caring 
forPWAa. 

Taytor is not surprised that the bias 
against ‘honooscxuals* revealed in her 
survey—even when emanating from 
women doctors—it direacd ntainly at 
gay men. Though Taylor admks that the 
survey, whose cpiestions were fine-tuned 
throu^ initial surveys with 100 doctors, 
reflects the male bia» in the p rofession, 
the thinks that the shoe could easily be 
on the other foot *1 assume if AIDS was 
a disease p rim ar ily of gay women atxl a 
woman physician were to have a large 
gay-fem^ practice, the same would be

roispetceived was their comoaon belief 
that caring for many HlV-poakive patients 
brktgs along its own sti^. Vhile doc¬ 
tor-patient confidentiality should, in ptin- 
dpfe. keep a doctor's potieni-charactcris- 
tics a secret Taylor sees this as another 
issue of perception vs. reality. 'There’s a 
strong underpound information system 
for patients,* she says. ‘If you want to 
ffod out who treats AIDS patierus, you 
fust get irtto the patient network.* This 
suggests a pomible explanation for doc¬ 
tors’fears of stipno.

A Kcenc lot* tube study of vitamin C 
Owxxfaale) against HIV has brought 
this widely used AIDS treatment into a 
new and mudHlescrvcd spotlight. The 
r e s e ar ch roauliB, pubiiabed in September 
by the Uous PauUng institute of Scienoe 
and Medicine in Paio Aho, Calif, (bund 
that vitamin C strongly su p presses the 
activity and growth of HIV in T cells, 
without causing toxldty. High dosages, 
equivalent to a minimum of ten grams 
taken oraly, appear to have the greatest 
effect (This compares to die govern¬ 
ment's reco m me n ded daily aOowanoe for 
C of 60 iQg—0.6H of that levdO Once 
again, drug-obseased AIDS researchers 
have been exposed as neglecting a vital 
avenue (or dinical trials. 

VhQe the new study is welcome 
news, k it hardly surprisittg to PVAs and 
health practitioners who follow trends in 
alternative treatments. For over seven 
years, a growirtg number of doctors and 
nutritioniats have been supervising hun¬ 
dreds of PWAs on high does of vaamki 
C, and oAen they have obtained dramat¬ 
ic results. Several physicians wkh oonsid- 
eiable AIDS research and dkikal expeii- 
ence have observed such effects as; 

•prevention of Pneumocystis 
carinii pneumonia over an extended 
time period 

•major shottenifig of PCP episodes 
•amdioratioo of allergic reactions 
to antibiotics (or PGP and other oppor^ 
tunistic hifections 

•lessening or disappearance of 
KaposTs aarcoma lesions 

•after several months of therapy, 
dramatic reduction in HIV activity, as 
measured by p24-antigen and HlV-anlt- 

How does ascorbate—which re¬ 
searcher Linus Pauling and others have 
found effective against such acute viral 
infections as the common ooM, flu, hep¬ 
atitis B attd herpes simplex—have au^ 
powerful effects? The mechanism of 
action is still not fully urxlerstood, but 


there arc two theories. One says that C 
degrades the vlru^ genetic matedal. The 
other posks (hat k is a scavoiger of *£ree 
radicala''—toxic oompourxb formed by 
the body which are increasirtgly being 
identified as a key foctor In many dl»- 
cases. In addition, studies have shown 
viamlo C to increase production of 
antibodies, reproduction of T odb and 
synthesis of Interferon, an immune- 
boosting chemical.

But why wcxildnt a nandard dkeary 
inuke of vitamin C be. adequate for 
PWAs? First, many nutritionists have 
severely oitidzed the ukra-oonsavative 
go v ern m ent guldelittes for vitamins and 
minerals, which ate baaed on the general 
antl-nutriiloaa] therapy line dominating 
the medical estabBshment More knpor- 
tanc to PWAs is the analysis of Dr. RuaseO 
Jaffc, MD, a New Jersey researcher who 
has developed a highly ackixific holistic 
AIDS treatment proioroL *When you're 
sick, your bexly uses arxl burm up much 
larger c}uanckies of vitamins and mmerals 
than when you're wek,* Jaffe explains. 
*Because of the magnitude of the prob¬ 
lem, ihis means consuming, among other 
things, far more vitrunin C than one 
would need when healthy.* 

How much vitamin C does a PWA 
need, and how much is too much? 
Repeated experimentation has devd- 


oped two methods of determining each 
person’s needs: (1) bowd loletanoe atxl 
(2) a urine test. Bowd tolerance meaiu 
the levd at which one begins to devel¬ 
op a mild dianhea. One slowly escalates 
the dosage until (hat poini arxl (hen cuts 
bade slightly. (Contrary to medical pro¬ 
paganda, this Is not harmful if done 
carefully and In consulutioo with a 
ptaetkiooer. Or one can pias onto a "C 
strip* and note bow long it takes to 
change color. The surprising resultt 
have dxrwn that many PWAs need 50- 
100 grams per day—often for at least 
severd moriihs until the antiviral efiea 
takes bold—and tint dutitig acute infec- 
tions audi as PCP sometimes foe need 
shoots up to 200 grams. 

Thm are several forms and meth¬ 
ods of takk« O-tsUets, powders, Inm- 
venous solutions (ekfaer doctor^ or self- 
sdminiBterecO. Each person has differeta 
needs and responds better to one form 
or dexage than aixsther (for example, 
some are allergic to certain corn-based 
ascorbate formulas), so I strongly recom¬ 
mend foot you investigate foe resources 
listed here and only use nregadosc C 
urtder a knowledgeable practitioaer's 
care, (kartted, in the nutritioa-phobic 
medical community, such MDs will be 
hard to find, but aome are around And 
there are abo non-MD nutritionists arxl 
holtatic healers ecjually or better cpolified 

What abou aide effects Caaide from 
diarthea)? In an article in foe Sept 21, 
1990, issue of AIDS Deatment Neva, 
John James quotes a dietician who 
warns that megadose C might cause 
defiderxies of vkamin B12 and copper. 
The 1974 smdy on which fob ccxxlusion 
was based however, has been criticized 
for usiitg 'ineffidefK, nexutandardized 
methods* arxl has been ooMiadicled by 
subsequent studies. Undocumented 
daims of toxicity, such as addosb and 
kidney stones, have abo been fouixl to 
lack frwndation. The BI2 study's distor- 
Ikxis, arxl ks orchestrated wide publicky, 
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are typkal d the taoks used by ks co¬ 
author, Victor Hcfbert, MD, a leader of 
the medical induauy's National Cound 
Against Health Pnud. Herbert and the 
Council have dedicated themselves to 
single-minded stacks on the use of alter¬ 
native treatments—and patticulafiy vita¬ 
min therapy—for any health profal^ 

With Herbert receiving Fend and 
Drug Administration ‘distinguished ser¬ 
vice awards* for ‘quack-busting.* is it 
any surprise, then, dial the federal gov¬ 
ernment has icfosed to run clinical tiiab 
on megadoaes of C? In 1985, Robert 
Cathcart, MD, foremost researcher and 
practibooer of ascorbate AIDS therapy, 
wrote the National Instkutes of He^ 
p roposing Just sud> studies, based on his 
impressive dkiical data. Neither his kdtial 
nor followup inquiries received replies. 
John James’ article says diat *no fiiiiding 
was available.* It would be more accu¬ 
rate to say that *tx> was funding was 
allowed to be made avalable.* 

Underiylng this resisunce is the 
reality that any vitamin therapy poses a 
threat to the combined forces of the 
drug industry aixi the medical profes- 
skn. Vitamins are txa patentable. Any 
conqiany can manufacture them. Their 
profil margins are not high. You wont 
see any viomin companies in the For¬ 
tune 500. If trials proved mega-C an 
effective AIDS therapy, the market for 
AZT, ddl, ddC and the like would be 
seriously undermined. And for conven¬ 
tional doaors—who at best get one 
meady nutrition course in five years of 
medical school and are taught to acxxn 
vitamin therapy as quadeery—it would 
mean a maior loss of public confidence 
and, thus, business. 

When asked by John James why 
irxerest in viumin C among PWAs had 
diminished since about 1967, Rajdt Jari- 
waOa of the Pauling Institute cited three 
fectors: (1) a shift in antiviral emphasis to 
ACT and other nucleosides, (2) the lack 
of clinical trials on C and O) the lack of 
hard scietuiflc evideiKc of ascorbate's 
anti-HIV effect I submit that all three 
reasoru have a common root: the 
intense bios in federal research against 
nonpharmaoeuticals. 

All the more reason, then, for the 
AIDS community K> loudly and dearly 
support the Pauling Institute's recom¬ 
mendation which accompanied their 
research resuks: *It now bec o me s tmpor- 
tanl that dinical studies be undertaken to 
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IN OIR OWN HANDS

Pass It On, Sister

L et’s admit it. 

Lesbians hove 
sex. ^ ftjck, fin¬ 
ger and feast. We 
put our hands 
and our dildos 
inside other wo¬ 
men's cunts and 
assholes. We like 
a variety of sex. 

Including rough, active humping, paw¬ 
ing, fisting, licking, sucking and bidng. 
We share our beds, bodies, souls, stories 
atxl gossip with our sisters, promising 
uttdyirtg faithful love on the 
first date, changing partners 
three months bier. Then we 
initiate the raw, new sex acts 
wkh a new sweetie, confident 
aitd eager to please, get bid, 
get off and show off. Aitd we 
share germs with each other, 
passing sexually transmitted 
diseases back and forth, within 
the oommniiy of women we 
loxxw. And thm we deny that 
this happens. 

Of course denial is a sys¬ 
temic phettomenon, created 
and reinforced by the ck>mi- 
nant, beterosexist culnire that 
says that we don't exist Or if 
we exist, ceruittly we don't 
have sex. Or when we feel 
compelled to have sex, surely it is 
chaste, sbteriy ar>d dry. Conversely, we 
are portrayed oocasionalty as hedonis- 
dc, oversexed marriage-busters. 

On orte front, we see our issues 
represented as a rteed to have our rela¬ 
tionships legally acknowledged as 
domestic partnerships where we are 
entitled to claim ‘normal* experiences 
like alcoholism arxl being abused. On 
another front, some Icsl ins are 
embraciftg a sexual libcratioo pliiloso- 
phy not entirely distinct from the free 
love ’60s or the gay male culture of 


‘do it if it feels good.* 

Nonetheless, it seems we are 
urtcomfortable with every philosophy 
or lifestyle we espouse. The problem is 
not that we dool talk about sex—God¬ 
dess, forbidl—but that, in our discus¬ 
sions, we minor the prevalent attitude 
that all of our sex is an aberration. 

Face facts. VRomen have difficulty 
getting good sex, whatever our sexual 
preference. But lesbbns face special 
problems in the arenas of approaching 
one artother for sex, confusion about 
roles and what we want in bed, how 



to ask for it aitd getting validation for 
our sex lives. In this context, it is not 
surprising that little u written about 
lesbian sex and almost iMthing about 
lesbians and SIDs. 

LssbianaadSTDs 

First, you may ask, how do we 
pass germs to our female partners? If 
only we had accurate des^ptions of 
wha we do in bed (or on the kitchen 
floor, in the car, at the parit, on the 
train...), do have more sexually 
explicit joumab artd fkxioo now, arxl 


that b helpful. To make an exciting 
sub|ect more clinical for a moment, 
think about what you do sexually wkh 
women. Germs (bacterb, fungi, proio- 
xoa, viruses—remember high school 
biology?) are in all of our bodies. Espe¬ 
cially in the rectum, vagina and motJth. 
Her fingers can spread your germs 
from your mouth to your asshole or 
vagina. They maruge to get iiKo the 
urethra and bladder easily, too. Rough 
fucking helps move germs in the 
upward direction, even causing pelvic 
inflammation at times. Mouths can go 
from mouth to cutk, from cunt 
to ass, from ass to mouth. Dil¬ 
dos can go (even without a 
partner) from ass to cunt or 
from yours to hers and back 
again, it’s really quke easy to 
imagine this, arxl rs difficuh to 
imagine a way to share sex 
without sharing some germs. 

Fortunately, not aU germs 
are alike in harmfiilrtess or in 
transmissibility, and women 
have differing resbtartce to dis¬ 
ease. Some germs are much 
hardier than others; for exam¬ 
ple, yeast could probably live 
on your dildo or vibrator for 
weeks. But HIV doesn’t get 
passed along without ex¬ 
change of bodily fluids, such 
as when you cat a woman out during 
her period. 

Viruses like Human Papillo¬ 
mavirus. which causes watts, or herpes 
simplex pass very readily, and many 
women show signs of these viruses on 
routine Pap smears. Oral germs, on the 
other harxl, may not cause syn^xoms 
in their usual hrxne in the re^>iratory 
tract, but when placed in the vagina, 
may cause vaginitis. Germs like 
chlamydb or mycoplasma may be pre¬ 
sent in the genital tract and cause tx> 
symptoms at aD, but when passed on 




may cauae sympcoms in a more aua- 
ccfXible partner. Aixi abaence of symp¬ 
toms doa not ruk out a problem; hr 
example, chlamydia can cause grave 
peHc dunage with Unk warning. 

I don't believe that lesbians get 
different STDs than other women, or 
than men do, but our symptoms, trans¬ 
mission, detection and treatment of 
partners may differ. As a lautxlry list, I 
have seen in lesbian dienis; herpes, 
warts, cervical HPV infection, abnor¬ 
mal pap smears, urethritia, cystitis, anal 
gonorrhea, trichomonas, yeast, pelvic 
inflammatory disease, gardnerella and 
bartholin abs ces ses. It Is true that I see 
more STDs in straight women. But k 
also seems true that I am seeing more 
STDs in lesbians than a few years ago. 

Lesbians get less health care and 
relevant health information than other 
wometL 'Vc don't know where to go or 
what to ask for. It’s especially difficult 
to get a partner treated in the homo- 
phobic system we are forced to rely on. 

Ihe importance of an annual 
physical ezamitution goes for beyond 
tbe issues of STDs. Most lesbiatu go 
longer between routine vlslu than 
other women and thus do not have 
regular breast exams, cholesterol 
checks, blood pressure readings, TB 
testing, mammography or ocher need¬ 
ed health evaluations. A good health 
care provider will perform a breast 
exam, teach you how to conduct a self 
exam, listen to your heart and chest, 
look in your mouth, take a Pap smear 
and cultures, do a pelvic and rectal 
exam, draw blood and talk to you 
about your ooedical problems, fomily 
history, sexual activity, eating patterns 
and drug, tobacco and alcohol use, 
exercise, problems with your periods, 
emotional health. An annual exam 
could reveal many common STDs that 
could be treated. 

In general, symptoms that should 
prompt a visit to a health provider 
include: fatigue, headaches, poor 
appetite or sleep, unexpected weight 
loss, fevers, frequent colds or sore 
throats, pain, change in bowel habits, 
breast lumps or chronic cough. Symp¬ 
toms of STDs indude change in vaginal 
discharge, changes in periods, bleedit« 
between periods, pate with penetra¬ 
tion, bleeding after or during sexual 
activity, painful urination, low abdomi¬ 
nal or bade pain, abdominal bloating.

Love and filendsbip and humor 
and ships at sea ^ night—there's ad 
heaven and earth in a hook, a real 
book —Christopher Moriey 

George Fisher, s.k^ Ed Drucker, 
died last naoMh. Ed was a bookseller. 
Once In the heady days following the 
Stooewall Riou, someone said, "Why 
not gay books?l* Prom these words 
sprang Eiysian Fields BookseUers. 

During the next 20 years, Ed oper¬ 
ated Etysian ndds altnM alttgiehand- 
edly, a^e holding down a foil-time 
|ob as well. He did the accounting, 
iypesetting, advertising, shipping and 
receiving, as well as what he loved 
best—searching for and locating 
books. In this, Ed excelled. He 
amassed one of the largest collectioos 
of gay literature ever, and when one 
reflects that Eiysian Fields specialized 
in hard-to And, out-of-prtat books, Ms 
accomplishment was all the more 
remarkable. If you were lookirtg for a 
copy of Kennilworth Bruce’s Goldie, 
Gerald Tesch’s Never the Same Again, 
early poetry by Paul Monette or a 
signed Joseph Hansen, you could 
always call Eiysian Fields. 

Ed issued two catalogs each 
year—40 in all. They constituted 
bibliographies of gay literature, and 
tome cover sub|ect areas no other 
bibliography encompassed. For 
example, catalog no. 16 Is, to my 
knowledge, the only published 
bibliography of gay male erotica in 
existence. Ian Young relied on the 
Eiysian Fields caulogs in preparing 
The Male Homoeexualin Utentture. 
standard bibliography for gay men’s 
poetry, plays and Acdoo. 

Ed created a market where none 
had existed, atxl this market oAen con¬ 
sisted of gay people in isolated places 
wfeh very Iktle open gay life. Paris and 
Berlin may be gay meccas, but there 
are also gays in Paris, Texas and 
Berlin, Wisconsin—the Eiysian Fields 
catalogs reached gay pdo^ Ihrir^ in 
such places. It may have been their 
only contact with tlW gay world—and 


what a world it showed them. Catalog 
no. 20 listed 5,046 entries! FOr some 
people, finding a book like Society 
and the Heakby Homosexual was the 
begitmitig of hberatioo. 

Ed also helped countless authors, 
students atxl researchers. He shipped 
books aix) returned caQt promptly, all 
the while woridrtg a permanent in 
the nongay world At flist. Ed worked 
a midnight shift to have days free, 
laser, he switched to the day sMA, ris-‘ 
ing at 5 am to start shipping books 
before going to work. Whfle some of 
us bold down an extra job for a ahoit 
period to reach a goal, Ed Drucker 
maintained his two-fob schedule for 
over 20 years. He ra^ had dtne for 
recreation, although he did enfoy some 
special evenla, such as Gay Pride Day, 
when he often visited me hi my apart¬ 
ment on Christopher Street. Ed also 
loved the New York Lesbian and Gay 
FUm Festival. 

Because Eiysian Fields never had 
a retail ^»ce open to the public, very 
few peo^ ever saw the coUecdoo in 
person. For a while, it was disperacd 
In several locations, but a few years 
ago It was assembled in one place. Ed 
invited me to visit. This experience 
was comparable to entering Madison 
Square Carden during the cat show 
when one's experience with cats had 
theretofore be« limited to American 
shofthair (the alley caO. Standing there. 
In the midat of the largest collection of 
gay literature I had ever seen, I 
thought, the history of our people is in 
these books. 

The death of Ed Drucker is a 
unique loot to the gay world. Though 
there ate other booksellers, none has 
amassed a colleaioa comparable to 
that wMch Ed assembled for Eiysian 
Fields. His death leaves a void in the 
gay world.

Raymond Roborl Navarro 

Raymond Robert Navarro, a 
political activist, video maker and 
writer, died at St. Vlncenf s Hospital in 


Manhattan on Nov. 9, 1990, after a ten- 
month battle with AIDS. Bom in 
Hawthorne, Calif., atxl raised in Simi 
VUley, Calif., be was 26 years old. He 
was a central figure in New York's 
AIDS activist community, produced 
radical media and organized 
multicukural screenings to Agfai AIDS. 

Ray came to the city in 1968 to 
pursue his dream of be^ an artist. 
He bad studied at the Otis Parsotu 
School of Art and Design and the 
California Institute of the Aits before 



entering the Whitney Independent 
Study Program In New York. At Cal 
Arts, Ray met a dancer named 
Anthony Ledesma, and they 
immediately became lovers. They 
mainuined a dynamic and fulfilling 
relationship for the next five years. 

Ray’s earliest work consisu of 
photo collages, performance pieces, 
drag videos and aitisf s books. His flrst 
major video production, entitled 
{.Amor or) Less About South Africa, 
examines how physical dtsttixe affects 
activism concerning racism and 
censorship in the apartheid state. In 
New York, Ray went on to make many 
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Like the pod people in Invasion of the Body 
Snatchers, the Clones have suddenly 
multiplied by the millions, split into two camps 
and begun waging civil war.

CkxKS have now come to label the *New Clooes,* who not 
only dress identicaSy to each other, but even have dooens more 
acoeasorics and baubles to perfectly match up. 

The New Oone—who was once a non-Clone—would 
never admit to being a Oone. And that's a fascinating facet 
of all Clones; Very few are self-identified. The New Oone 
calls the Old done a 'done* (he couldn't call him an *Old 
done* because that would make it appear as if there are 
actuaUy New dones), while perceiving hknsdf to be a free- 
spirited rebel who is attked in an innovative manner. Of 
course, he doesnT acknowledge that all of his friends are 
wearing the exact same ‘innovative* outfit. The New done 
sees subtle differences—like five earrings as opposed to 
th r ee as some sort of statement of individuality. 

The Old done (who is aware of OoneK but doesn't per¬ 
ceive himself as such) doesn't use the word *Oock* at all. He 
views the New done as a or* of those ‘youtxg gays* caught 
up in the whole *activiat chic* thing or even as *gay punks* 
or *gay skinheads.* 

The New done rebellion against the Old done is 
defirted by conflicting values and political points of view 
bet w ee n people from (fifferent genetatkxis. More substantial 
than the trivial term ‘style wars* suggests but, thankfully, 
couch less academic and stuffy than a *war of ideologies,* (his 
is a battle takirtg place on tire streeo, where fashion delin¬ 
eates the sideK It’s a fabulous war. If you wil, in which there 
are no gunshots, but rather lots of lethal altitude backed by a 
heavy dose of sexual hnueneb and a heaping pde of poUdes. 

While the two factioos have thek respective uniforms, 
they also occupy territories (at least In New York Cky>. The 
Old done rules Greenwich Village arKl Chelsea; the New 
done reigns over the East Village and the Lower East Side. 
But, of course, many dones reside ki enemy territory and 


beauHs The dones themselves, 
for the most part, dont adowwl- 
edge, or aren't even aware of, 
the war's existoKe or thek par- 
tkipaiioa in it, because they 
don't see themselves as (SoncK 
In fKt. the conflict can only be 
pubbdy obaerved and dbeuased 
by non-dono; (be label naiiiacs 
who defined all of thb in tbe 
first place, and who are (be orig¬ 
inators of the terms being used 
(An ahemative theory mlghi be 
that nocK of thb b based ki real¬ 
ty and (hat the entire oonstrttc- 
tion exbis only in the highly sus¬ 
pect minds of those people— 
who are perhaps envious, threat¬ 
ened or paranoid—who call 
themselves nondoocK) Except 
for a few sdf-identifed ones, 
most dones would probably 
skxigh off all thb talk as pure 
poppycock. But that behavior, 
the nott-done mi^ say, b the 
first symptom of a person who b 
ki severe denial. 

Vbk we're weaving qute a 
tangled web here. And t only gets mote tangled 

t he *uniform* may be something that, as members 
of a despised minoriiy, we’re all suseptible to.

He developed quite rapidly in the TQs, the product of 
an organized new movement whose priotlly was to aspire to 
oompkle sexual lixration. For the first time, homosex u al men 
had actually creased a uniform which would help them identi¬ 
fy themselves, mostly for reasons concerned with satirfying 
their Ifoidoa. Of course, soooe would stgue, there was sdf- 
hatred evident here: The Ckxte was cnsilaiing his oppressor, 
imtaring the backwoods redneck or the working claiK con- 
sltuction worker. He’d literally become hb very fantasy, the 
man he’d always dreamed of sieepit>g wkh, the man who sod- 
ely taught hkn was ideal in terms of macho ruggedness—and 
wlx> also hated feggots wkh a passion. 

Interestingly, the Gone wasn't idenilfying wkh ruling<laas 
but rather with worldng^laas men. another group that was lia- 
dttionaliy oppre s sed—even if the people in that group were 
also oppre ssi ng bim. Imenudized homophobia ntight have 
been a motivating fectoc, but there was also somethrog queasdy 
romarklc if not explokative about emulating the working daas, 
especially when the people doit« k were mkkie daas—attd 
even upper-mkkBe and upper daas—white, queer boys. (And 
k should be pointed out tto the Gone phenometxxi is very 
much a white, mkkie daas one. Though there ate Gones of al 
colors and dsases who follow this particular look, k was the 
white, middle daas maforky who defkted k) 

The look was p^ect for the time, it afforded the ’70s 
Gone a way to fk in whie sknukaneoualy dbguisittg h i mself 
from the heterosexual maforky. After al. to siraighi people this 
was a down home, wholesome, goockol'-boy look, bi addkion 
to the mustaches were the pbid flannd sfakts, the denkn jeans 
and jackets, the tank tops, the hooded gray sweat shkis, the 
ooostiuctioa boots, the 1^ rings on the bek, the dark bbdc or 
oakrored moiorcyde sunglasses and the dghdy puffy, combed- 
ovcr-tolhc^ide hakstyles. Only que er s and astute heterosex¬ 
uals—could recognize the subtleties that distingubbed gay 
males from straight ones: (he way the bulge was molded in the 
pants, the tight fit of the jeans, the perfect i on of the muirache, 
ibe pote wkh ihe hands in the jacket pockets. 

bi gay ghettos, the Gone look took hold by the mkl-TOt. k 
was a way for men to r ecogn i z e each other and meet on the 
streets, in the subway, at the lixaty, in die park, at the movies, 
b p rovided an Iderkity to scores of gay men who had txxie. 
Most workixl in the system, usually gem^ nothing in remm. As 
Gones they could, at least port of the time, Arsomeihtog atxl 
bdoi^ K> a group they called their osm, kwead of living as the 
flat, gray hetcrosexuab they were forced to imkale at work. 

Being a Gone was abo very aexy and provided a man 
wkh an exckiitg aherego—expedaOy if Ida life were otherwise 
dul and dependent It afforded hkn the opportunky to partid- 
paie in seductiw forma of oor ran u n i n atioa The Gorse followed 
an Intricate set of niles for cmbkig He spent a lot of Dane on 
the stree ts , not talking, bu casting austere, provocative, sensual 


gbnees at other men. And be wore hatxlierchiefe hattgktg otf 
hb back podeeb that signified—depending on the color and the 
podset—exactly what he wanted to do sexually, whether k be 
give head, pby the top man or get pbaed osl These were big 
chfldren, pbytag ihek own games. 

bi time, the Gone, as s look, began to explode nation¬ 
wide (even to the poini where heterosexual men were copying 
k—or rather, mxpyb^ k; the Gone look originally was taken 
from Item by gays and was simply enhanced and exxageiat- 
ecO. Atxl, as with anything, k brou^ on an equal and oppo- 
ske reaction. The backlash came from those gays who felt 
kklmidaled and threatened; those who dkkit want to give up 
thek kxlviclualky and dkkil like seeing others promuigstc the 
cookie-cutter b^vior. It also came from those who felt 


exduded. those who couldn't be Gones. For, basicaUy, the 
Gone was dkesL Not only did you decide to be a Gone, the 
Gooes decided whether you oouM be one of theta The Gone 
had a certain body lype-^ had to be attractive atxl muscular 
(the gym was sometimes hb second home) or decidedly boy- 
bh. bi addkian. he had to have a mustache, a certain hakstyle 
aixl the right dothes. Atxl he had to poase a s or at least snive 
to atrab>—maefabmo. If you couklnl puU k off, the Gones 
dkkiT want anything to do wkh you. (Like the line from the 
pcxsotMl ad: *No fets. ferns or IVs need ^tphr *) 

But the non-Oooes were successfoUy turning aU that 
aroutxl. carefully buidittg the anbOone moveroera. 

They began by fast flootiog the word around. The term 
*Gone* had a dearly negative ootuKkation atxl began poppktg 
up in gay rags in the’70 b. Being a word very much tai vogue in 
the mainstream medb at the time, k was absohaely perfect Sd- 
erabb yammered on talk shows about how they were experi¬ 
menting wkh *dooing* genes, k was part of the techtx>speak 
of a new eta, atxl ju« as k conjured up thoughb of wotiden 
for the future, it also had ks dangerous, destrxictive side, 
brought to light vivid¬ 


ly in the Ira Levin 
bestseller. The Boys 
From Brazil (made 
into a fihn in 1978), 
bi which clones of 
Hitler—made from 
some remaining hab 
fragments—are creat¬ 
ed and unleashed 
upon the world. 

For the most 
part, the Gone work¬ 
ed hi the mainstream. 
He was. by day, s 
stock broker, a den- 
ttat, a resoutara man¬ 
ager, an advettbing 



etecudve. Most of hb 


professional time was spent making money, whfle hb spate 
time was spent, well—being a Gone. The non-Gones, on the 
other hatxl, included a lot of people in the queer iraelligenbb, 
many of whom had tx> time to worry about how they locked 
because they were too busy deoonstrvxhng latent homosexuali¬ 
ty in rfawsiral Ikeiatuie, figuring out what inffueiKe modem art 
had on the emerging gay identity atxl plotting when atxl how 





they were going to overthrow the Anterican govcmmenl—cre- 
athitiy. Thc»e people ince*ardy dtalogiied among theniBchres 
about iMuea of representation and also had access to the 
means of queer communication. Many of them were among 
the nooOones whb'd had k wkh this Xeroxed nan. 

Before long, the Oooe wami merely being mentioned in 
the gay press, he was being derided, the subject of arrogant 
caitooi» and smarmy barbs from humor writers. He also 
became the butt of many iokes at not>Oone patties. Within 
the ga>' community, the sti^na of the Gone grew thidcer atxl 
tastier The Clone was ignoraik and rut well-read. The done 
was cold and uncaring. The Clone was boring. The done was 
Lazy. The done was apolitical. The done was hostile. The 
done was destructive. The done was in denial. The done was 
*ihe biggest problem in this cotnmuntty,* as some would bker 
say as the AIDS crisis wore on and the new activism surfaced, 
wkh ks demarxls that gay nten become mote politically astute. 

Perhaps the Last straw, though, was when the heterosexu¬ 
al nuinstream got hold of the done. On television and in 
films (to the most hkhous extreme, in Al Paefoo's OirfsfnO the 


done became the solsdepictian of homosexitals arid was por¬ 
trayed as a sex maniac in a lumbet|ack outfit, pereniallly on 
his way to Central Park or Fke Islaod In 

- search of his prey. 

The done’s cover was blown. He’d 
been found out—and grossly distort¬ 
ed—by the homo4iatlng straight world. 
Attd he’d now also angered the non- 
Clones to a poini of no return. The entire 
gay oottatwnky had to contend wkh the 
faa that irarch of hetero America viewed 
the queer os the dcTK. 

It was agreed. The done, as a con¬ 
cept and a lifestyle, had to be destroyed. 
But k wouldnT be easy. 



a side from ks horrifically 
obvious consequertces, 
AIDS provided an 
impetus for the gay 
male conanunky to do a lot of things k 
hadn’t done before. Many men, victims 
of the sex-neguhe aakude that had been 
slammed down upon them, decided it 
was time to experiment with playing 
house and settle for the first time into 

_5J relationships which brought them pro- 

fouttd experietKes. Others began to seri¬ 
ously build bridges wkti lesbian activists, many of whom had 
come to the forefront in the fight against AIDS, resulting in the 
queer sexes coming together in a whole new way. And still 
others seized upon arxl utilized the cpieer artger and frustra¬ 
tion toduced by goventment negligence to stir up what they 
perceived to be a comatose gay male coromurtky—the perfect 
chatxe to beat up the done. 

The done began to feel a lot of heat What he represent¬ 
ed )ust wasnl right for the late BOs —ikx to the activins. at 
least. It was ume to scream attd yell at the powers that be. It 
was time to ertgage in discourse about serious political issues 
and deal with homophobia. It was time to face reality, some- 


thir^ that was completely adverse to die Clone’s entite cxis- 
tenoe—or at least his goyexisilence. To many gays, what the 
done looked like ceme to represent complacency attd 
den^, a numb cardboard cutout of a man. 

But the activists putting on the most pressure had «yle 
of their own that was incredibly sdf-coocious—and very 
much a carboard cutout itself. 

The New done look had actually been around for 
years In the East Village (certtlnly since the 70s), worn 
mostly by straights. It was part skktbead, port rock V roller, 
part leather/motorcyde tough. But, thou^ a skinhead-like 
grxxip called Pkgs Against Facial Hair surfoced in the East 
Village as early as 1982 and scrawled atki-done graffini on 
walls, the look was not coopted in great numbers by gays 
untU ACT UP was formed In 1987. As if its triumphs regard¬ 
ing the AIDS crisis arenT enough, ACT UP affected queer 
fashion in a way no other group ever had, dressing an entire 
gay generation. Even the New done’s most revered Icon 
would begin to copy the look. According to a recent article 
in US magazine. *A sometimes guest of Fire Island Pines 
resort. NY, Madonna may be walking like a scargeant after 
she got wind of the laddxwted beach gear of ACT UP gay 
militants last summer.' (Actually, Uf got k a bit wrong. It la 
the popular Dtx: Marten combat boots—a New done sto- 
ple—that Her Holiness is now wearing.) 

It all made perfect sense. These were younger gay men, 
boys In thek early to mid-2(lB. Many of them lived In the East 
Village, the long-time home to gay artists, drag queen per¬ 
formers and other radical queers, arxl one of the la« places 
to fiixl an affordable a p artment downtowa And these young, 
ettraged gays were reacting to everyone Whether k was the 
govemmeni for its bonlfk; response to AIDS, or ekla gay 
men whom they charged wkh trying to impose a sex-rtega- 
tive attitude on the community rather than advocate sex. sex 
and more sex (but safely). These queers were decidedly 
rebels. It only seemed natural that tl^ would take on the 
rebcUous look whkh was right in thek own backyard. So, 
sidebums artd dose-cropped hak—aometinxs even a shaved 
head—bccanM de rigueur. And on came the black leather 
bomber and motorcyde jackets, the army boots, the rolled 
up jeans, (be tipped T-shirts, the bottdanas, the tattoos, the 
eanings, the bracelets, the whistle chains, the neck crosses, 
the rings and the countless other accessories. The look 
caught on and became it for all gays of this age group, 
activists or not, simply because ACT UP and ks preas4oving 
minioctt were the most visible queers around, flashing tlrek 
leather duds and hot bods all over television, setting the 
fashion agendx 

But bow different were these new queer stylemakers? 
Like the Old dones they were buying into a hypermasculinc 
look whkh had ks roots in the working daas (the skinhead 
dates bock to 70s working daas youth in England). Like the 
Old Clones, they were emulating their oppre s sors (East Vil¬ 
lage straight skinheads, as well as the local, leathered Hdl's 
Angels, are notoriously anti-gay) and exxagerating and 
expandittg on a look to make k thek own. Like the Old 
dones, adopting a uniform style gave them a settse of 
betongtng and empowered them enormously to pursue what 
they were most passionate about. And, like the Old dones. 
they could still 'pass* In the larger heterosexual society as 






striight—albeit 
avant-garde, punky

But certainly 
there arc differences 
between these two. 

The New Clone 
aggressively wears 
bis politics on his 
steewe—and, when he wants to, on his chest, in the farm of 
T-ohitts which exbott people to fight AIDS, whkh identify 
him as member of Queer Nation attd which tell people to 
read his gay lips. The Old Qone, on the other hand, is 


ing to knock down. Certainly one might 
argue that the Ckmes are aggteslveiy mock¬ 
ing heterosexual notions of masculinity by 
emulating them in an exaggerated manner, 
much the way Madonru's faminiam nxKks 
atartdard ttodons of femininity by laying k on 
heavy, in a high camp fashion. But that 
might be giving the Cknc too nouefa credlL 
When k comes down lo k, the Qone waras 
that butch boy in his bed—the rtal butch 
boy. If he finds out that his paimer is really a drag queen, 
wdl. k lust doesn't cut the mustard. When k comes to sex, 
the New Qone is as attracted to the macho man as much as 
the old one is.

aggressively apolitical. But was he always that way and 
always perceived that wx^ Couldn’t he just be a Unle older 
and perhaps a bit more conservative than the New Qone 
was, and therefare not wiDittg to embrace the new activism? 

Viewed in his prime, the Old Qone, in many ways, mar 
enormously political. His was a time when the semal revotu- 
don was underway and when queers were just stepping out 
of the cioaet Cei^ dressed up in his Qone outfk, doing 
drugs, datKbig until down at an all-night dub wkh poppers 
in hand (and maybe getttirtg a blow job in the oonter) was a 
radical act in 1972. And far gay men k was a poiMcalaa. In 
some states k was even a form of dvi disobedience. The 
Old done was libetatittg himsdf sexually. Aixl that will cer¬ 
tainly always be a political act for us. 

bile politics to the Old Qone was sex¬ 
ual, for the New Qone sex is poltical. 
And far Old Qone and New Qone 
alike, fashion is both sexual and polk- 
ical, and aex and politics ore both fashionable. 

The Old Qone and N^ CTorte. in fact, have more In 
common than they lice to believe. One could argue that the 
New (3ooe-^when he was a non-Qone—rebdled kgainst the 
Old done and, as in OrweH's Animai Farm, became the 
very oppressor he'd originally revolted against. But that 
wo^ be too simplistic attd rather harsh. 

More accurately, the Old and New dories' entanglemeni 
repre s e n ts a falber-aon relationship. The Old Qone chastises 
die son for being too impatient, too rebellious and expecting 
too much—from him as weil as from society. The New Qone 
revolts against the father’s politics and everything efac the 
father stands for, but stiU becomes his spitting Image. 

This is even truer in light of the faa that both the Old 
done and die New Qone have completely bought into a 
bypermasculkie, heieroaexual image—promulgating and pro¬ 
moting many of the same stereotypes we arc supposedly try- 


In fact, the New Qone is probably courting hypocrisy 
more than his *dad* ever did. The Old done never pro¬ 
fessed to have any political vialoo and stiU admits to that 
Much to the contrary, die New Qone purports to be more 
‘evolved,’ speakifig constantly of ‘inch^ioo' and ‘diveraky' 
and aD of those other politically correct, AlDS-movement buzz¬ 
words. And yet, like his ‘dad,* the New done has created a 
very OKCtotosdub. To be a New Qone—and to sleep wkh a 
New done—one must have a body type much like the Old 
Qone’s: attractive and musailar (the gym Is sometimes the 
New Qone’s second home) or decidedly boyish. And, of 
course, you’ve got to have the right doihes and exude that 
madiitmo. (In other words, no fats, ferns or TVs need apply.) 

Indeed, the New (3ooe is steeped in oontradiciioos that 
so met i m es present serious stumbling blocks to attsinirig his 
goals: k’s hard enough for wtxnen and people of different 
ages, colors and classes to come to your protest or your meet¬ 
ing when they have to face a bunch of predomioaotty young, 
whke men. Bu rs probably even more difficult to walk in on 
a group of young, white men who are all wearing the some 
black leather jacket, the some boots, the same toUed-up jeans, 
the same habcut, the some sidebums and the some five hoop 
earrings. In fact, it’s probably downright eerie. 

That's not to say that the New done, or the Old (Tone, 
should change their looks tomorrow. Quite the opposite; yfe 
should cherish thenn, retain them and keep expanding upon 
them—and hope that future Qooes evolve far beyond their 
ancestors. For sll his dlsadvantiges, the done is port of the 
queer identity, ingrained in our gay male culture and her¬ 
itage. Good or bad, dressing alike empowered those first 
post-Stonewall queers and is now empowerirtg thek *soos‘ 
of a new generatiori And, as sure as those pesky non-Qooes 
win soon be trying to rip down the New Qone, just around 
the comer is the ‘grandm’ of the good Old done, ready to 
become the archetype of a whole new, resdess, creative gen¬ 
eration of gay men.T

W orking the coametks industiy is like 
being a praatitule ,* he says wlA oonA* 
dence. *You sell yoursdf as well as 
your products.' 

The speaker is the cologne- 
counter ma nager of a mkkown depaitment store. 

GaO him Tomny.’ His platinum hair^—of dubious 
origin—is blow-drted to puffy p erfectiori. Gold jew¬ 
elry adorns his nedc, svrists and fkigen. His doO- 
like &oe is nearing ks fourth decade and endures 
much bronaer. His speech is chirpy, but his story¬ 
telling is adf-aasurcd, engaging. 

Tommy has worked In the beauty industry 
for neatly two decades, even before ^ unisex 
age aUoned men to be peacocks, before Calvin 
Klein ptomiaed sexual adventure with Obsession, 
and filled ads with achingly beautiful boys. During the TQs, 
Tommy was a counter salesman in Scranton, Pa. In his diy, he 
was a pioneer of sorts; back then, only women handled ladies’ 
cosmetics Tommy broke the sex barrier. *A gay man,* he points 
out, *is more likely to tdl a woman that she is good-lookif«‘ 

He was also openly queer, an uncommon sight amongst 
the suburban status qua Occasionally, a lost soul would chat 
hkn up, and they'd go to ihe man's home whfle his wife was 
away. T dated ckxtcn, lawyers, you name k,* he says. *I donl 
know whether they weren't getbr^ k from their wives, or if they 
were bisexual or re p re s sed gays.' Tommy learned not to aik 
cpjestkma. Besides, k was a comfortable arrangement, better 
than the back-bklng bar soette. They'd 
go home to their wives—I'd go home to 
mysdf,* he recalls. 

•Patrick* b Tommy's co-worker, a 
cherubic man in hb inid-20s with an 
eager smie and blue eyes of uncom¬ 
mon size, the result of a childhocxl acci¬ 
dent Ks fellow workers—most of them 
gay—call him Crystal, after the husband- 
stealing Joan Crawford character in The 
Women. Patrick admits to hb share of 
fbnlng. but he lets die customer moke

Merkkjning a gay water¬ 
ing hole establblKS the rapport The 
charades are dropped, and the cus¬ 
tomer offers to come back at quitting 
lime for a drink.

Tooxny met hb lover, BDl, over the 
counter. *M was the typical kate cus¬ 
tomer.* he recaDs.

WIU know that. 

But often it does feel 

so defeating. Oh, sute, you can make a dent hcte, get some 
changes there. But lo do that—to move things one damned, 
Iktle inch—it seems to take everything you've got C3uist, you 
spin yourself into a ftenry countless times over. You make a 
fool of yourself. You pul yourself out there for every creep to 
attack you and lambast you and tell you that your tactics are 
faacistic, tyranical and Nazi-like and that you're a horrible 
person wreaking havoc on this plaoet 

But that's fkte, because you're doing all of this realizing 
that there are few other choices, few other avenues to fol¬ 
low. And you truly diink that this will help things, that it 
wiD Initiate change. You scream and yell and use CAPITAL 
LETTER AFTER CAPITAL LETTER, and you say, *Fi»ck this’ 
and *l^tck that* and ’You assholeT and ’You nxmsterl’ and 
Tou freak!’ and ’YOU FUCKING MURDERERS!’ You do the 
most vicious and dastardly things. You speak the vilest, 
meanest words that can ever possibly 
spew forth fnxn humans. You point fin¬ 
gers. You embarrass people. You threaten 
lo literally ruin their lives the way they've 
ruined yours. You rant and pant and 
seethe and writhe. God, you sap yourself 
of every last bit of energy. YOU’LL DO 
ANYTHING. YOU SIMPLY MUST YOU’VE 
GOT TO MAKE THE MADNESS STOP 
YOU’VE GOT TO SOMEHOW MAKE 
THESE MANUCS USTEN! 

And what does it all get you? Oh, a 
tidbit here, a morsel there and, once in 
a blue moon, perhaps something vague¬ 
ly substantial. 

But still, the system fucks you over. 

And still, people die. And they just * 

keep dying. They die every month, every 
we^, every day. They die in the hospital, on the street, in 
your arms. 

And you love them. You cant accept it. You witness the 
injustices, especially when The New York Times prints a froiK- 
page story revealirxg that the government sal on a promisittg 
AIDS therapy for five months so that a few egomaniacaL 
researchers could get their names In medical journals. You 
witness the Injustices when someone like Kip Forbes, with all 
the money in the damned world, languishes in his cowardice 
and then even prints anti-gay pieces in his magazine, all 
while your friends are slipping away in die hospital or being 
bashed on the streets. You witness the injustices when New 
York magazine publishes stories about the rare occurrence of 
a gay man killing another while queers are being murdered 
by crazed straight people regularly, and New Ibrftis silent. 

You witness the injustices 
when, as gay-boshing is soaring 
and when suicidal queer teens 


You point fingers. 
You embarass people. 
You threaten to ruin 
their lives 

the way that they’ve 
ruined yours.

designers like Marc Jacobs, 
wallowing in their own 
greed, deny that there It 
homophobia or AIDS-pbo- 
bia in the fashion industry and don't even acknowlege their 
sexual orientation publicly (*If that’s consideted being setf- 
isb,’ he recently told me on the telephone, *11)00 I guess Pm 
selfish.*) You witness the injustices when most other queer 
fashion designers don't even go that far but rather rele^ a 
’no comment’ statement when you request an interview 
about AIDS. 

You wimess the injustices after the Public Broadcasting 
System claims to be indusive but won't mandate anywhere 
near the same amount of hours to your people that it gives 
every other minoriiy—but still demands your fuddng dollars. 
You witness the injustices when you cant have your own 
show on PBS, but meanwhile you have closet cases like 
Barry Diler, David Geflen, Mkh^ Eisner and Merv Griffin 
luntiing Hollywood, and who wont do a damned thing for 
their own kind. 

You witness the injustices when the 
president says that more money won’t 
solve the AIDS crisis. You witness the 
Injustices when Jesse Helms is voted to 
another term in office. You witness the 
injustices when the governor of New York 
once again gets off easy for slashing bud¬ 
gets and letting this disaster ^in out of 
control. You witness injustice when a 
retired Supreme Court justice telb you that 
he made a mistake about your right to 
love that will now adversely affect the 
lives of 25 million people. 

You witness the injustices vdren gay- 
bashers are beii)g set free but AIDS aoivisis 
are going to jail. 

And suddenly, like all the times previ¬ 
ous, you get up from feeling defeated attd 
you re-establish the righteousness of what you are doing. You 
realize, even more so, that your current path is your only 
recourse. It's just simply got to be. What else can you possibly 
do? You will rant some more and pant some more at)d seethe 
some mote and writhe some mote. You will keep pointing the 
fingers and embotrassittg these nsortsters.

Warm, aensiiive, inielligecit, 
poasionate, empowering—I hear these 
words again and again this week about 
Vko Ruaao. whose death from AIDS has 
left an unftllable void for those who 
knew hka But perhaps the true marker 


of this life’s shining significanoe Is hb 
continuing inspiration to countle» oth¬ 
ers he never met. Much of the way gay 
men and lc^>ians look at media today 
is due to Vko Russo's work and influ¬ 
ence. The CeOuJoUf Chstt, published in 
1961 and revised in 1967, is the land¬ 


mark examination of gay and lesbian 
cinematic representation; most of our 
cultural understanding of bow homo¬ 
phobia has been perpetuated on the sil¬ 
ver screen comes from ks pages, as well 
as Vko’s lectures and essays since. It’s 
safe to say that when k comes to queers 
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and film, Vito Russo wrote the book. 

I discovered The (MbtloidCkaetbf 
chance, as an undergraduate film stu¬ 
dent. scouring the shelves </ a second¬ 
hand bookstore in hhaca, NY. for some 
fUmmaker's out-of-pritK autobiography. 
Having just taken my earliest steps out 
of the ckiaet. I pkk^ up Vko’s book, 
thinking there might lU something 
interesting in it far me. Well, the odier 
book I bought that day is long forgot¬ 
ten, but 7be CtOuioid Oosita knpad on 
my life has been immeasurable. 

At the time I read it quiddy—too 
quiddy really—akimning many of the 
references to films I hadn't seen, want¬ 
ing to absorb it all ionmediately. Vito 
was articulating things that I had fell 
every time I went to the movies arxi lis¬ 
tened to a litany of fag and dyke iokes 
or saw someone's gayneas ‘cured* by 
one quick roll in the hetero hay, or 
crirtged at another stereotypical/suld- 
dal/psychopathic homosexual charac¬ 
ter. Here it all was, spelled out in 
direct, urupologetic and liberating 
terms. All t^ p«ges of film theory I 
had pored over combined didn't have 
the emotional power of Vito Russo's 
one volume. 

I saw his C^uioUf Chset lecture 
for the first time at the Public Theater 
last winter. It was a presentation 
titarked by Vito's unique combination 
of wit and outrage. Steven Soba. who 
curated that program, told me: *1 
worried that doing the show would 
tire him because his health was vul¬ 
nerable. But he felt it was terribly 
important for a new generation who 
didn’t know his material, who he 
could etUighten, and that gave him 
great pleasure.* Last June, be checked 
himself out of the hospital to give a 
presentation on gay films of the '80s 
to the New York Lesbian and Gay 
nim Festival. Nan Buzard, who works 
with the festival, remembers: *He 
basically had to be carried to the the¬ 
ater, but once be started he became 
energized and empowered. This work 
kept him alive.* Vito’s wisdom, which 
he bestowed generously on all he 
came in conua with, was a catalyst 
for the emergence of queer film over 
the past decade. *He set us on the 
road with our mission, in terms of 
lesbian and gay film in this city and 
nationwide,* related Buzard. *His 
support was invaluable to us.* 


Of course, Vito would never 
speak so grandly himself. Remembers 
his Ufelong friettd Soba, who worked 
with Vko 15 years ago at MoMA when 
he was first lesearchittg the book; *His 
sertse of bektg a leader came to him 
as a surprise. He was never preten¬ 
tious or cottceked about k. He wore 
his leadership mcxleady and wkh ludi 
dignity * Though others shouted loud¬ 
er at ACT UP meetings or had better 
organizing skills or spent more hours 
at committee meetings. Vito personi¬ 
fied more than anyone else what it 
meartt to be an activist, and for many, 
iixduding me, be became a new kiiid 
of mentor. Activism was not fust a 
piece of his life, but ks theme. 

The CelluloUt Closet reflects the 
incegratioa of Vito's love for film with 
his sense of social fustice and has pro¬ 
vided many others a model of bow to 
do the same. It's no stretch at aU to say 
that when I write about film, I feel 
accountable to Vito. He's been the 


standard, the measuring stick, the 
point of refereitce. I’ve often found 
myself blocked, trying to pin down 
what exactly a particular fllm or char¬ 
acter in a film was ‘saying* about 
queemess, only to wind up asking 
myself, What would Vito aay? Whenev¬ 
er I came across Vito’s ‘Russo on 
Film* column in the Advocat e , I’d flixi 
that though I may have been barking 
up the right tree. Vito had already 
chopped k down Into so much critical 
lumber—and of course in a style 
infinitely more clever, articulate stkI 
compelling than mine. 

Vko told Ou/VWkearlier this year 
*I am t wTwni ttivi to a lesbian and gay 
Rim history as an a ca d em i c subject; I 
am committed to k emotkxttDy in my 
life. One of the reasons I do this is to 
leave behind for atxkher generatiqp of 
lesbiaia and gay men a fegacy of histo¬ 
ry In that area.* As one of the benefac¬ 
tors of his lifekmg c om m it m ent, I am 
forever In his debt ▼

Homosexuality fescinates Robert 
Ahman. Although straight, Akman man¬ 
ages to get more homosexuality (not 
homophobia) into his films than any 
ocher American dliector I know. That's 
why it's uncharacteristic that his only 
documentary. The James Dean Story, 
takes pains to keep aD mention of ks 
subject’s homosexuality completely out 
of the picture. Starting with the suicidal 
gay dentist in MASH (the film which 
catapulted Altman from unknown TV 
director to grand cindaste) in 1970, 
however, gay characters 
and the theme of homosex¬ 
uality emerge regularly. The 
*pre ^ and feline Mwlowe 
of Tie Long Goodbye, who 
lives across from a Sapphic 
colony In Los Angeles, can 


be seen as a repressed homosexual; a 
lesbian coufrie happily embrace all 
through A Perfea Cotfle, homosexual- 
ky erupts at the end of A Wedding, a 
social satire mocking the heterosex u al 
ritual; Come Back to the 5 & Dime, 
Jimmy Dean, Jimmy Dean features 
Joanne’s irreversible transsexualism as 
a tragic way of resolving homosexual 
in^rulses when she was a *he*; Stream¬ 
ers shows Interracial homosexuality, 
repr es sed and expressed, in the bar¬ 
racks; Beyond Tierapy follows the 
antics of a confused bisexual man wkh 
a male lover and a girl- 
frieixl.

Later, after Gauguin announces 
from hit bed that he intends to leave 
Provence for Paris, VinceiX says, ‘You 
cant go back to Paris,* aixl mounts his 
companion, knife In hand. After eroti¬ 
cally mouthing his phallic weapon, he 
grabs Gauguin’s mouth aggressively 
and kisses it passionately. •You’ve 
made me mad,* cries ^^tKent. In a fit 
of sdf-destructkxi, Vincent drinks tur¬ 
pentine and swallows paint. After 
smashlttg a mirror aixi contemplating 
his fractured image, he lobs off an ear 
lobe (coutuering the apocryphal yet 
popular anecdote in which Vincent 
tendt an mtin ear to a girlfirieixO. 

The moat visually stunning scenes 
occur in the fields. (The entire film is 
shot on location in France and Hol¬ 
land.) Sunflowers fill the screen; \Tn- 
ceni and his easel are all but swal¬ 
lowed. In a risky aixl powerful burst cf 
inspiialioo. Altman traraforms his cam¬ 
era into a giant pantbrudi. moving it 
laterally with simultaneous zooms, 
mimicking the violent brushstrokes of 
Vincent’s hand.

Of all the aocial myths that gay 
fletioo has the power to contest, the 
most powerful is the myth of hetero¬ 
sexuality—the belief that, as Stambo¬ 
lian puts k. *heterosexual ex p erience is 
somehow natural, generic, outside of 
history.* If they do nothing else, the 
stories in Mm on Mm 3 remiod us that 
‘heterosexuid experience* as such 
wouldn't exist wkbout an alternative, 
gay mythology. (One need only wit- 
ness the extraordinatily anxious sauti-

ATAC waa eapeclally important 
becauae, although ACT UP was fonned 
three attd ooe-half yean ago, chapten 
do not always have contaa with each 
other, even concerning their negotia- 
tiona with the tame drug companies. 
There nwy be even less contact with 
other AIDS activist groups (such as 
Protect Inform and Mobilization 
Against AIDS In San Ptandsoo). 

Larry Kramer, who founded ACT 
UP in 19^, welcomed dte acdviatt by 
remembering other activisu who died 
during the week before the conference 
(Ray Navarro, Vko Ruaso, Tony Caaafto> 
nheae loved ones will not around 
to take advanuge of whatever we 
accomplish, but there are othen who 
will [benefit] from what we accom- 
pliah, atKi we do accooifdish, so let’s 
get goingl* Kramer went on to call 
ACT UP the ‘heroes* of this decade, 
‘the most courageous, unlikely 
heroes....Wre all some kind of rare, 
special saints.* 

ATAC addressed the range of 
opportunisdc infections (including a 
a^e daas not beirxg studied at all by 
the government), the differing politics 
of local actioa and explanations of the 
FDA and federal government's AIDS 
Clinical THals Group system, including 
discussions on redesigning protocols 
(now that pharmaceutic^s have 
approached ACT UP members for 
atf^ on trial design). 

AIDS activists shared irdormatlon 
on new drugs and holistic treatments, 
such as 17 Chinese herbs shown in tri¬ 
als in China to have anti-HIV activity 
(none is being studied here). And, at a 
time when the AIDS t c sea rdi budget has 
decre as ed, some ACT UP members even 
had lobbying meetkigs with member s of 
Congress—okhough a two-hour discus- 
skn on lobbyittg attd funding revealed 
much disagreemetu as to whether ACT 
UP members should Involve themselves 
In the aa of lobbying, wfakfa frequently 
requires comprom ise . 

Central to every workshop discus- 
skn was a oortcem that an AIDS treat¬ 


ment agenda be deve l oped that repre¬ 
sented the needs of all people with 
AIDS, or, as ACT UP/NVs Jim Serafini 
said, not |uat ‘whire p ro fe a si ooal doctors,* 
Toudied upon, but not dis cu ssed in ^eai 
detail, was nabonal he^ care. 

ATAC, organized by the treatment 
and dau committee of ACT UP/NY, 
was timed to precede two evenU; a 
meetitrg of the ACTTG, which some 40 
ACT UP members platmed to attend, 
and the launching of ACT UP/NY's 
Countdown 18 Months, a bold plan to 
britxg under control, by May 1992, die 
mafor opportunistic infections that 
debilitate and kill people with AIDS. It 
also represents a unique demand by 
the activist community for cooperation 
and information-sharing among com¬ 
peting pharmaceutical companies, fed¬ 
eral regulatory and research agencies 
and the scientific community, a sort of 
mini-Manhaittan Pro[ea for Ols. 

'Countdown 18 Months is based 
on the premise that it's scientifically 
possible to treat Ols....Our goal is to 
remove the bureaucratic obsttcles,* 
said Gararree Franke-Ruu of ACT 
UP/NY's T&D committee. Both 
Countdown 18 Months and aedvisB’ par- 
deviation ki the ACTG meeting are signs 
of ACT UP's coming to power and 
increasing ability to call the shou in 
terms of AIDS treatment research. 

This is proof that we know better 
than they do what's got to happen,* 
said veteran activist Maxine Wolfe. 
ATAC offered *an opportunity for peo¬ 
ple around the country who are at dif¬ 
ferent levels regarding knowledge or 
sophistication about treatmena to talk, 
so everyone can kind of come in line 
widi each ocher,* she said. 

At the ACTG meeting, AIDS 
activists from around the country 
attended open panels on a variety of 
topics rdat^ to the design and ioqple- 
mentation of dinkal triab for promis- 
ktg theraqiies 10 treat AIDS and HIV tafeo 
tions. Activists also sat on the ACTG 
Community Constituency Groups that 
constkute what many MAC paitidpancs 
re fer red to as ‘insider power.* Last year, 
four ACT UP members barged uninvited 
into the ACTG meeting. 

At the aame time as AIDS activists 
are working with the scientific commu¬ 
nity's bureaucracy, some worry that 
su^ a dose working relationship will 
cause ACT UP to lose sight on ‘the 


enemy.* In his introductory speech, 
Larry Kramer said that he saw ACT UP 
as *a ragamuffin band of Qnderellas* 
who had finally gained entry to ‘the 
ugly sisters' ball*—the ACTG confer¬ 
ence. ‘But they still aren’t ready to 
take us home to the family,* Kramer 
said. He added; *We are their con¬ 
sciences. They don't have oonscienocs, 
and they’re ashamed of H. We must 
remember: We are not their friends. 
And we must not ever forget that they 
are not our friends. If they were our 
friends and if they did have con¬ 
sciences, we wouldn't be here.*T 
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ny cuirentty brought to bear upon vari- 
out r e p c cjcn tatkxM of gay experience 
to realize bow fragile, bow lempotary, 
normative heterooexuality actually It,) 

^ tbete Mories db do aotnething 
elte; Even at they pidc apan and rewrite 
our cukure’t hoary texual mythology by 
inciting upon the idevanoe and vivadty 
of gay expeiienoe, they queaiion our own 
notions of what gay experience ia. Sev¬ 
eral of these pieces center on charac¬ 
ters who don't teem to daim—or even 
acknowledge—a gay identity. Bruce 
BetKleTSOo't "A Happy Automaton," 
Michael LssteH't 'Willie* and Felice 
Picano's "Why I Do It* are mote con¬ 
cerned with different, though related, 
mythic structures like data and race, 
which are challenged by complex emo¬ 
tional aixl texual connections between 
men—connections that the word "gay* 
doesn't adeciuatcly describe. 

The family is another cherished 
American myth that gay fiction has the 
power to rewrite. Increasingly, this 
means asking ttot so much bow gay 
experience can be acconunodated to 
brnily structures, but rather what Cunily 
structures are adequsre to the moment 
we're living in, whetiter we are gay or 
not Moat of the smries ki this volume, 
itKluding Christopher Beam's "Meeting 
Imelda Marcos," Philip Gambone’s 
"Enrollment," George Stambolian’s "In 
My Father's Car,* Alex Jefler’s "My Rkk 
in a Mirror* arid Andrew Holleran's 
*Ughts in the VUley," ask this question in 
one way or another. 

If there is any mythology that the 
stories in Men on Men 3 d^'t ade¬ 
quately address (given their prescribed 
focus on male experience), it is that of 
sexual desire. Despite that fiia that 
who we are ia very much more than 
what we do ki bed, the reality of our 
desire is one of the most powerful 
answers we have to those who would 
deny our existetKe on every level. It 
seems to me that as the Men on Men 
series has "evolved," the number of 
tum-ons per page has decreased dra¬ 
matically from volume to volume. Not 
that thw Isnl food for fantasy here, 
but where it exists, it is presented in a 
way that seems almost furtive and 
apologetic. This was the catastrophe of 
the recent fUm Longtime Companion, 
whose makers could have learned a lot

from the smartly sexy entries in last 
monifas's Gay and Lesbian Video Festi¬ 
val. Similarly, Men on Men 3 suffers 
from the absence of authors like 
Robert GlOck and Dennis Cooper 
(from the original Men on Men), who, 
without subscribing to the very limited 
mythology of gay male porn, manage 
e^idtly both to acknowledge and to 
challen^ their readers' experience of 
desire. Sadly, Men on Men 3 partici¬ 
pates, howem unwktiogiy, in the sup¬ 
pression of one of the moat important 
stories of all: the sex story. 

But the new and terrible story is 
the story of AIDS and. while moat of the 
pieces ki Mm on Mart J choose not to 
address the criaia directly (one brilliani 
exception ia Robert Haule's "Blond 
DogO, they do ask us just what k means 
to be gay at this particular moment ki 
history—the AIDS aWs. In a reoerx pro¬ 
file of Edmund White (whose "Skinned 
Alive* is this volume’s fina] selection). 
Time magazine's Leonard Schulnun 
claimed that "all gay writing can be 
labeled pte-AlDS or post-AIDS.* When I 
fkst read thb, I though Schubnan was 
being reductive ki dakning that all gay 
fiction must be positioned wkfa respect 
to the mythology of AIDS. How could 
you, for example, possibly pin down 
the dividing line between "pre-* and 
"post-7 Fve since come to thkik that his 
claim went not nearly hr enough, inas¬ 
much as cvetythktg I read now, whether 
it was published in 1990 or 1590. 
becomes implicated in my questions 
about the adequacy of all sons of myths 
to account for my experience. The rda- 
irve silence of th« stories with respect 
to AIDS may seem like a relief to some 
readers; toothers it wil offer the chance 
to question how their own experience 
of AIDS changes the way they read. 

The stories we've been (old—and 
oany of the stories we continue to 
tell—arent adequate. In faa. they're 
killing us almost as surely as any 
virus. And while I don't mean to dakn 
that the publication of a volume of 
gay ffetion can save us from AIDS (or 
from prejudice or feom violence), the 
stories in Men on Men 3—despite 
their own, perhaps ineviuble. inade¬ 
quacies—are an important contribu¬ 
tion to the creation of a new, complex 
and liberating mythology for a com¬ 
plex and increasingly liberated gay 
culture that is no fiction. T

He waa alao the principal 
collaborator on the ACT UP/UP 
Tiempol project at El Muaeo Del 
Barrio, an educattooal workabop and 
videotape produced with teenagera in 
the Upward Bound Program In Spaniah 
Harlem. The project focuaed on 
‘apreading InfdhMdoo. not the virua,* 
by encouraging aafer aex and dean* 
needle uae among adoleaoenu. 

Ray wrote extenaively for the 
Guardian, the Indtpandant, the 
Squaator and OutWMh, in which he 
had a regular column concerning 
people of color and AIDS. He co- 
autfaored many aitldea with Catherine 
Saalflcld. the moat r ecent of which ia, 
‘Shocking Pink Praxla: Race and 
Gender on the ACT UP Frondinea,' an 
aalvlat account of political aclf- 
repreaentatioo In the AIDS crWa, to be 
publiahed in Instda/Out: Lnblan 
ThtorUt, Gay Tbtorias (Routledge 
Preaa, Spring, 1991). In additioo, he 
and Catherine co-produced the 
videotape Bleach, Tea^ and CXitteach 
for Gay Men'a Health Cciala to augment 
efforta at documenting NYC'a 
murdetoua oeedle>ezchange debade. 

Ray alwaya identified AIDS aa a 
criala among people of color even 
when ACT UP, the naedia and meet 
other people—Induding many people 
of cokx^-hadn't abaorbed the reality. 
He tireleaaly organized varioua 
acreeningi of educatkmal AIDS tapea 
for communMea of color and initiated a 
community-baaed acreening aeriea In 
connection with Media Netwoik which 
brought culturally relevant AIDS media 
to community oentera in Brooklyn and 
the Bronx. In January 1990, Ray 
curated attd preaented a collection of 
vldeotapea produced by and for people 
of color at the San Antonia Onefoatival, 
at the Guadalupe Culutal Center in San 
Antonio, Tex. Thia endeavor waa 
incredibly Important to Ray, aince it 
preaented him with the oppextunity to 


foae all of hia ooncema; media, aettviam 
and hia Chicano itruggle for identity 
and againat raciam. In hia catalog 
eaaay, ‘Eao, me eau paaando,* he 
bcginai 1 am an HIV-poafelve Chicano 
gay man from SIml IWley, Calif. By 
kwkiog at me you may not be able to 
aee any of foeae tfalnga You will alao 
not be able to tell that I am college- 
educated, a video maker and acared to 
death of my own culture. For the lait 
acvetal yeari I have grown comfortable 
with my gay Identity, I have marched in 
the ttreet a , go-go danced In ban, and 
wept at the death of people I reapected 
who (Bed from AIDS. So now I am alao 
an AIDS actlvlat. Pull-time.' And in 
oondualon, he wrkea; *My tat en t loo in 
pree ent i n g theae worka ia to provoke 
my community Into action. Here are 
poUdcal analym, proteat knagea, aexy 
acenea, angry young men, defiant 
fmlniata, and gan$a. You wiU be hard 
preaacd to find an ‘AIDa victim.' 
Rather, we are Latlnaa and Latinoa 
Uving wkh AIDS.’ 

In September 1989, Ray waa 
admitted to the boapfeal aftm a aeizure, 
then aubaequendy wu admitted with 
tuberculoala, then with cryptococal 
menlngltia and finally with toxo- 
pl a a m oata, aU of which he fought He 
juti kept coming back. 

One of the moat powerful knagea 
that remaina for many ia of Ray 
wrapped in a aheet with a crown <>f 
thoriu on hia head playing the role of 
the pro-aex, pro-choice Jeaua Chrtat 
vlalting the maaaea aaaembled to 
proteat the Catholic church'a 
hypocritical doctrine at the ACT 
UP/WHAMI ‘Stop the Church* 
demonatrat i oo last year. Ray loved that 
a photo of thia event hung above hia 
bed at St VkKent'a hoapltal for all to 
aee, although he never aaw the picture 
hlmadf becauae he had by then loat 
hiaaight. 

He continued to work dirougbout 
hia entire Ulneaa, blind and bearlng- 
knpaiied from the naeningitia, with the 
aupport of frienda and relattvea who 
read to him and made audio upea 
wfakfa he conaumed voracioualy. He 
particularly appreciated the eaaaya, 
joumala and poema of Audre Lorde. 
He dictated a number of aniclea to 
people or left them on hia peraorul 
recorder to be iranaaibed later. Some 
of d>em found thek way to the ACT 
UP informatioo table and othera to the 


lettera page of OutWttk. It waa 
eaaential to Ray that he continue to 
actively participate In the AIDS actlviat 
commui^ brauae he believed that 
*repreaeniatlon ahould be defined by 
the peraon who haa the need—the 
pad^ the peraon wkh AIDS.* 

During the laat two montha of hia 
life, with the help of Zoe Leonard, 
Ray executed hia final art work, a 
triptych of photoa depicting hia cane, 
walker and wheelchair. The piece, 
currently exhibited in the ahow An 
Amty <4 lams at PS 122, repreeenu 
Ray'a complicated foeilnga about how 
hia dlaabllltlea affected hia aexuallty. 
Ray alao dictated the exhibition eaaay 
for thia abow, the laat line of which 
reada, *1he atate will learn that In no 
way can it poaalbly control our 
(queer) dealre.* 

Ray never let up when he knew 
be poaaeaaed a more 'incluaive* 
underatanding of a problem than hia 
peera. For example, deapke cvcryooe*a 
fruioua tra n ecriptiona of hia auggeated 
demanda, be waan't intimidated, and 
Inatead hia input at Target Qty Hall 
planning meetinga led to effective 
coalltioo-buildlng throughout Brook¬ 
lyn, Harlem and the Bronx. 
Accordtagty, Ray had a very large ego. 
Ita aize waa oor^etely juadfled by the 
erx>rmity of hia brillkuKe. He waa a 
maater fd the eaoteric reference. And 
in converaationa with frienda, he 
would often quote from booka which 
he knew that we faadnl read. 

For the laat 24 boura he waa widi 
aix people who loved him very mutii. 
In fiKt, ever akice he went blind, Ray 
waa never, ever alone. Hia mother 
Patricia aaw to that, and hia aiater, 
lover, and frienda aaw that through. 
^ hope he never leavea ua alone. 

Ray la aurvived by hia lover, 
Anthony Ledeama, mother, Patricia, 
father, Raymond, aiater Chrlatlne, hia 
grandmothera, Oralia Herrera and 
Jovita Navarro and a wide circle of 
loving frienda. In lieu of flowera, the 
family requeau that donationa be 
made apedflcally to ACT UP'a Dec. 3, 
1990, denaonatradon at the Centera for 
Diaeaae Control, which Ray bad 
hoped to atterxi with hia modter arKl 
fellow aedviata.
